Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Rabinovitch first identifed and explained the limitation "the field 
representing a mask in which each bit of the mask identifies a different byte of the destination register" as the limitation 
in question from the independent claims. More specifically, Harney has not taught that his mask is a field of the 
instruction, but, rather, a mask stored in a register. Also, Harney's mask is for a source register not a destination 
register. Harney's mask is used to identify valid bits in the source register or memory location, not the valid locations of 
a destination register the result it to be stored in. The Examiner found these arguments persuasive and instructed Mr. 
Rabinovitch to present the arguments exactly as he did during the interview in his response. These two arguments 
would require the Examiner to withdraw the rejection and find new art. Also, the Examiner noticed, upon reviewing the 
Non-Final Rejection dated 31 October 2006 an error in the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 with regards to Heuring in 
view of Probst and in further view of Harney. The paragraph concerning the combination of Harney with Heuring and 
Probst kept referring to Shimizu when it should have referenced Heuring. Mr. Rabinovitch indicated that he understood 
that the Examiner was combining Harney with Heuring in view of Probst for similar reasons to combining Harney with 
Shimizo. In addition, Mr. Rabinovitch agreed with the Examiner that this error and the question of whether Harney in 
combination with Shimizu or Heuring was valid or not was moot in view of the Examiner's agreement that Harney does 
not teach the mask it was cited to teach. 
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
